Key Wgesr, Fls., April 37.—While
Delgado, the Amerioan, i& slowly con-
valesolng from wounds infilcted on him
by Bpanish soldiers under Gen. Mel-

guizo's bidding several weeks ago, the
brutal Spanizh officer 18 still butchering
people In Havans province. Although
officlal investigatlon shows that Mel-
quizo is gulltyy of all charges againat
him, he bas not been suspended from
his command.

He {8 said %o posgess enough influence
in Madrid to make it exseedingly un-
comfortable for any superior officer who
might endeavor to bring him to punish-
ment.

The Pickler Bill Will Be Voted
On To-day.

| WasminaTox, April 27.—Afier spend-
ing two hours on Distriet of Columbia
business the House to-dsy sdopied a
apecial rule for a final vote to-morrow
on the Plokler pansion bill. There was
an animated debate over theadopion of
tbe rule. Mr. Crlap (Dem.,Gs.), charged
sbat ita purpose waa to destroy the righs
of amendment. Mr. Dingley and Mr,
Henderson defended the rule, the pur-
pose of which they usserted was to bring
10 & vote a bill on which there had al-
ready been ample debate.

Mr. Crisp relterated his siatoment
that the purpose of the rule was to de-
8irey the right of amendment, and fol=

lowed this with the charge that the bill
had been framed, nos by the commiisee
on pensions, but by the lesders in con-
trol of the House, who had resolved that
the House should pass the bill as drawn,
or nothing.

“The commitiee on pensions,” said
he, ‘‘spend days and wesks perfeating a
bill and then !the gentlemen who son-
trol legislasion and who mansge the

ailairs of this House made this bill ous:

in the speaker's room. This cortainly
18 nos the blll reported by the pension
commitben. Then those gentlemen
brought in this role to protecs them-
selves agningl this 150 Republican ma-
jorlsy. 1f you adops this rule you must
take this bill as {4 siands, or nothing,"
he conoluded, sarcasticslly addressing
the Republican side. *‘If you like the
sltuation yeu are welcome to 14."

Mr. Henderson ridiculed the virtmous
Indignation of Mr. Crisp. '*We kaow,"
said he, ‘‘the solemn volce of the star
ochamber rules committes of the
past, whoee rules were elad In stoal,
appealing for more sme. I have mo
concealment to make,” he comcluded;
‘'the gembleman ssys he appeals for
opportumity to amend this bill, pre-
sumably in the interest of she old
toldier, In thename interess I ask for
scilon."
